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850,000 scIENTISTS AND ENGINEERS were employed 


in industries covered by a comprehensive survey con- 
ducted by the National Science Foundation and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Of this group, 80% 
were engineers. Nearly half of the employed scien- 
tists were chemists. 35% of the engineers and scien- 
tists were engaged in research and development.
